Bernier, St. Hyacin- 
the, Que. 

Damage oestimafed at ‘between | 
$150,000 and $200,000 is partly cov- | 
ored by insurance, only the work of 
the firemen, aided by hundreds of 
vitizens,; prevented tho destruction 
of the entire business section of the 
town. The outbreak was not brought 
under ‘control for six hours. The 
bluze is believed to havo been caus- 
ed by an over-heated furnace in the 
Bernier premises. i 

The blaze was discovered at 4:30 
this morning. The flames, spread 
with great rapidity. Two femilics 
named Cusson and Turier were 
obliged to escape in night attire,
